other officers. During the meeting the following issues were highlighted . 


1. Though the progress of NPR in North Eastern States is good, there 
appears to be some issues in distribution channel of Aadhaar cards to 
the beneficiaries' For example: it was mentioned by DOG Aadhaar 
that as per his information Aadhaar cards are being kept in the post 
Offices without distribution. Shri Gogoi, Dy. Commissioner of Sonitpur 
district in Assam mentioned that he was Ignorant of Aadhaar card 
being .kept in the Post Office in large numbers without being 
distributed. Such observations shows that there is a need for 


establishing integration between officers of Aadhaar, "from 
RGl/Census, District administrations, post offices and 
these States, so that minor issusjs could be resolved
